A true report of the indite- 
ment. arraignement, conuiction, condemnation 


and execution of Iohn Weldon, William Hart- 
ley, & Robeit Sutton who ſuffered for high trea- 
ſon,on ſaturday the 5. of October. | 
Anno, 1 588. 


Ohn Weldon Pꝛieſt, bozne at Tollerton, in the 
O@/) countie of Yorke, ſometime ſtudent in Cams Col- 
ledge in Cambridge, was indited by the name of 
lohn Weldon, alias, Sauell, late ef Graies-Inlane, 
I\Y Within the countfe of Midd, Clearke: Foz that he 

=o &, bcing born within her Paieſties dominions, was 
not onely made Pꝛieſt at Parris,by anthozitye deriued from the ſea 
of Rome, contrarie to the lawes of this realme, but had alſo trai⸗ 
feroullie after wardes entred into this lande, ſent by the Pope oz 
bis Subſtitutes , to execute the office of a Deminarie Pꝛieſt here, 
cofrary to an eſtatute in that bebalfe pzouided;by vertue wherof, he 
was indicted ot high treaſon, This was the effect of his inditement: 
the fozme J am not able to ſet dotone, neither is it now neceſſary, 
Beeing vppon this inditement arraigned, on Friday the fourth of 
October, at the Seſſions boule nigh Newgate , befoze the right ho- 
nourable the L Maior, the L. chiefe iuſtice of England, the right 
worchipfull tbe Q. Attourney generall, P. Sergeant Ficetwood, 
Reco2der of the Citie of London, S. Owen Hopton' knight, Liefe⸗ 
tenant ot her Ma. Towerof London. D. Rowland Hai ward, Dir 
Wolſton Dixiknights, and diners other her Patelltes inflices in 
commiſſion of Dyer and determiner, and pleading there vnto not 
giltie, he was aſked how he would be tried, wherevnto hee would 
make no anſwere, and being required by the Clearke of the peace, 
fo2 the countie of Midd, after the reading of his ſaid inditement ok⸗ 
tentimes, to make certaine anſwere, how he would be tried acco2s 
ding to the lawes of this realme, and common dutie of all ſubrects, 
Which (in ſuch caſes) are to bee tried by God and their Countrey, 
The laid Weldon, taking exceptions, firſt to the inditemet,as falſe 


and vntrue: then to the iurie, oʒ enqueſt to be impaneled vpon bim, 
as vnfitmen to trie him, being mere lay men:pea, and to the bead 
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Thearraignement and execution, 
Bench, as vnwooꝛthie to bee his Judges, reſolued(as hee ſaled 
verp maliciouſlie, and flaundereuſlie) befoze band to condemne all 
Catholigues bzought befoze them: affirmed hiniſelfe to be a Pꝛieſt, 
and therefoꝛe not triable by the common lawes,noz bounde to mae 
ant were to the inditement. end albeit he was anſwered by P. Res 
cozder, verie graurlie, and learnedly, that it might appeare by dy- 
uers old effatutes, and other antient recoꝛdes, that cuen in the time 
of ſuperſtition, when the Pope ererciſcd his greateſt inriſdicton 
within this realme, yet Cleargie-men, Pꝛieſtes, Abbots, pea BEi⸗ 
ſhops, and Archbiſhops, might bee, and haue bene (in ſome caſes) 
tried by the common lawes, and by the verdickt of twelue lape men, 
as by ſundzie inſtances by him it was made manifell: pet the ſayd 
Weldon, petſiſting in his obſtinacie, and abuſing the patience, and 
long ſuffer ing of thoſe Yonojwable and woꝛſhipful perionages there 
pꝛeſent, who had not one!p'gently heard bim, but vled many milde 
petſwaſious and inductions to haue dꝛawen him to conſoꝛmitp, pꝛo⸗ 
miſing all indifferencie, and lawfull fauour in hearing whatſoeuer 
he could iuſtlie alleadge foꝛ his owne defence, oꝛ diſpꝛouing the in⸗ 
ditement, ſo he would ſubmitte him ſelle to triall and aunl were ac⸗ 
toꝛding to the la we: In the end, hee had iudgement giuen agatnlkÞ. 
him by the lald aiſter Reco2der, with the conſe nt, and by the dy⸗ 
rection ofthe L. Maior, and the reſt of the Judges, and Zuſtices, to 
be executed as a Traitour, viz. to be hanged, dꝛawen, and quarte, 
red, and M. Speriffes were therevpon required to ſc execution. 
1 2 In like manner, William Hartley, alias Garton, bozne af 
taignement. Nottingham, was indifed,and arraigned aner the ſame maner, and 
foʒ the lame cauſe that Weldon was: which Hartley pleaded to his 
inditement not giltie, and after ſome kriudlous allegations he was 
content ts put himſelfe to triall of God and the Countrep, againſt 
whome among sther euidences, topzone his traiterous diſpoſition, 
it was teſtiſied fohis face, by the oath of one Walton then pꝛeſent, 
that a Letter was ſent this laſt Summer by the laid Hartley out of 
England fo Parris, to tertaine Seminarie Pꝛieſts there, impoꝛzting 
the full relolution ofthe ſaid Hartley, and ſome other his confedes 
rates, (immediakelie vppon the landing of the Eppaniaroes) to haue 
ſuppꝛeſled her Paieſties Tower or London, and fo haue fired the 
Clitle: this Letter Walton affirmed, that bes ſaw in Parris; and -

bott, Hartley denied the waiting thereof, ſateng that hee was ficke 
at the time when it ſhould ber waitten, yet to make bis god affcctis 
on to ber Paleſtie t the ſtate, further apparaunt, there was openly 
read a part of his owne examination, taken befozs Paiſter James 
Daulton, and Paifter Richard Yoong Eſquiers, two of her Paies 
ties Jaffices,and ſubſcribed with bis own hand, (wherein among 
other things) be had ſet if dodone in plaine wo2ds, that if the Pope 
by bis Apoſfolique aucthozitie, do depꝛiue the Q. Paieſlie, and doe 
diſcharge her ſublectes of their obedience, and ſend an Armie to re- 
Roze the Catbolique Komaine Religion into England, he wouls 
not take her Maieſties part, but woulde pzaye that the Catholique 
Romaine gKrmie might pꝛeuaile in that cauſe of Catholique religi⸗ 
on : land in that faith he would ſpend (if de had them) ten thouſand 
Millions ofliues:and this be ſpeaketþ(as bee ſaith) in the integrity 
of his ſoule. | 

Fn the end, de being fe and giltie by the iury:affer' many froward 
and frinolous ſpeeches, rather teflifleng-his impenitencte and im⸗ 
8 then deſcruing farther memozie: ba badde indgement as 
the fir tt. 

3 Then duns the inditemenk of Robert Sutton red: who was 
indited fs2 that hee beeing boꝛne, and beretdfoze ſwozne her Paie- 
Ties ſubſct, and taking vppon bim the inſtruction of youth, and ol⸗ 
Ace of a Scholemaiſter within this realme: had pet notwithffan- 
ding, berne of late yeares reconciled fo the Churche of Rome and 
aucthoꝛitis of the Pope, contrary to bis fozmer oath and allegeance, 
and againſt an eſtatute in that behalfe pꝛouided. 

To this inditement the laid Sutton pleading not gilty, and put⸗ 
ting him ſelfe on triall, ſtanding ( though not with ſuch obſtinacp as 
the reſt) to his opinion, concerning the aucthozity of the B. ol Rome, 
tonfeſling her Paieſtie ſupꝛeame gouernoz. within her higdnes do⸗ 
minions over all perſons, but not ever all tauſes: and yet hauing 
nothing to defend his affertion, bat a froward will, anda ſenfence 
of a father alleadged, (as he ſaith) by Campion, which bee did not 

well remember, was in the end, alſo found giltie, and ſo had bis 
iudgement as the reik. After the denouncing wherof,they were had 
fromthe barre lo Neywygate fo; that night,

Did not Ichoſephat and 4 
Ioſias bing kinges,appoint Leuits and Pzieſtes?And in the new 1% 
teſtament, did not Chziſthimlelfe both gine and teach, tribute tobe 

giuen to Cæſar: to Cæſar I ſay,and not to the high Pꝛieſt: Did ha 

graunt Pilate fo haue aucthozitie ouer his owne perſon, and that 

from God? Againe, declaring the kings of nations to haue domini⸗ 

on ouer them, and willing bis diſciples not to do ſa, dooth bee not 

giue vs to vnderſtand the difference betwene the regiment of bis 
ſpirituall kingdome, and of the kingdomes of this wozld, willing 

all wozldly ſtates to be ſubied vnto the ſuperioz ruters and agi 

ſcrates: in whoſe regiment is dominion and ſubiection, and not in 8 
the other: and doth not S. Paul ſay: let euery ſoule be ſubiect to the . 
higher powers? Upon which wozds, both Chriſoſtome and Theo- 

philact do note, that neither Pope, Cardinall, Patriarke, Byſhop, 

Fryer, Poonke, Martpz oz man, is excepted oz exempted: Vniuer- 

ſos erudit ſiue Sacerdos ille fit, ſiue Monachus, ſiue Apoſtolus, vt ſe 
principibus ſubdant: He teacheth all ſozts (ſay they) whether he be 

paieſt, Ponke, oz Apoltle, that they ſhould ſubmit themſelues vnto 

their Pꝛintes. And dooth not Saint Auguſtine waiting ad Boni- 
facium, ſaꝝ in like ſoꝛt? Qnicunque legibus imperatoris,quipro dei 

veritate feruntur, obtemporare non vult, acquirit grande ſuyplici- 

um: that is: whoſoener refuſeth the lawes of the Emperour, which 

make fo2 the truth of Oed, incurreth the daunger of great puniſh» 


ment: And in another place, wziting to Crefconius , bath bee oo 
tdele 
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theſe woꝛdsꝛ In hoc enim reges ſicut eis diuinitus pæcipitur, deo {wy 
uiunt, in quantum reges, fi in ſuo regno bona iubeant, mala prohi- 
beant; non ſolum qua pertinent ad humanam ſocietaem, verum 
quæ ad diuinam religionem, &c. That is: kings acco2ding as it is 
enioined them of God, doo ſerue God in that they are kings, ifthey 
in their kingvome,commannd thoſs things that bee god, and fozbid 
thoſe thinges that be eml: luch as appertaine not onely to humaine 
ſociety, but alſo to Gods Religion. And to come to pour owns 
doctoas. Fi pf a 6 

;Dooth not Thomas of Aquine deſcribing the office of a king,. ſay 
thus: Hoc officium Rex ſe ſuſcepifle cognoſcat, vt ſit in regno, ſicut 
in corpore anima, & ſicut deus in mundo. Let a king vnderſtand p 
be hath taken this office vppon him, to bee (in bis kingdome ) as the 
ſoule within the body, and as God in the wozlde. And as foz coun⸗ 
ſels: in the counſell of Nico, which was holden Anno 340. the 6. Ca⸗ 
non of the ſaid counſell we ſinde it thus decreꝛd. That in euerp pꝛo⸗ 
uints and pꝛecinct, ſome one Church and Bichoppe of the ſame, was 
appointed to hane the iur ildid ion ot other Churches about (ſecun⸗ 
dum morem antiquum) that is, after the auntieut cuſtame, as the 
woꝛdes of the ceunſell do purpoꝛt:ſo that the Biſhop of Alexandria 
ſhould bane power, oner Libia aud Pentapolis, Foz almach as the 
biſhop of Rome bath the like in ſome maner,and ſo likewiſe in An⸗ 
tioch, Ieruſalem, and other countries,:let ſuch oꝛder be kept (ſayeth 
the decre) that none of the Mctropolitanc Cities, bee defrauded of 
kþe dignity due and pꝛoper vnto them. | 

In this decre&, where the Biſhop of Alcxandria, Ieruſalem, and 
Antioch, are toyned together in one like maner of dignity, with the 
Biſhoppe of Rome: there appeareth no difference of honour to beg 
meant therein much leſſe any ſoueraintie allowed him, 

After this. followed a generall counſell in Affrick, called the et 
Counſell of Carthage, holden Anno 420, where were aſſembled 
two hundzeth and ſenentene Biſhops: Among whome was Dain? 
Auguſtine himſelſe:this Couaſell continued the ſpace of fine years, 
wherein was great contention, about the Dapzeamacie any iuriſ⸗ 
diction of Rome, the Biſhoppe whereof, was then Zozimus ; this 


Zozimus the Romaine Bilhop,bad receiued the lame time into the

_ Uponthis,Zozimus,after bee had ſhewed this fanour to Api- 
arius, fo; that be vpd appeale vnto him, ſendeth to the Councell 
bys meflengers to wit Fauſtus Biſhoppe of Potentyne, and two 
Pꝛieſtes bf the Church of Roome , named Philippus and Aſellus 
with thys requeſt, that not onely Apiarius whom pte had abſul- 
ucd, might bee receiued of them againe , but that it might alſs be 
lawfull foz Biſhops oz Paieſkes to appeale from the ſentence of 
they2 Metropolytanes, and ofthe Touncel, to the Sta of Reome: 
Alleadging fox bimſelfe, the wo2des(as be p2etended)taken out 
of the Nicene CounceW:, The Councell of Carthage bearing this, 
and remembzing no ſuch thing ia the *Conncell of Nice to haut 
beene decr&«d:and yet not ſuſpecting the Biſhop of Nome fo dare 
fo falſeſie the woꝛdes of that Councell: wʒiteth againe to Zozimuy, 
declaring that they neuer reade (to theyz remembꝛaunce) in tbey2 
common Latine Exempler ofthe Nicene Countell, any ſuch Can- 
non! Vet notwithlanding foz quictues ſake,they would obſerus 
the ſame, (fo2 the tyme) till they might pzocure the oꝛiginall Cop⸗ 
pics of that Counſel],to bee ſent to them from Conſtantinople, Al 
exandria and Antioch : to the laue effectaſterward they wcts to 
Pope Boniface whith then ſactded Zozimus: And thirdlie allo, to 
Celeſtinus, which Hoztite after ſucceeded Bonitace, 

SM the meane time , this fozeſapde Councell „ ſenf theys 
Legates Marcellus and Innocentius , to Atticus Patriarcke of 
Conſtantinople, and fo Cyrrillus, Patriarcke of Alexandria, fog 
the autentique coppies in Stake of the ſayd Nycene Conncell: and 
after due examination, fynding there no luch pꝛeũdent as Zozi⸗ 
mus and bys ſucceſſours Bonifacius, and Celeſtmus pꝛetended, 
they wꝛote a ſharpe Letter to the ſayd Celeſtinus , declaring vato 
bym that they had peruſed all the Coppies of the Countell ot Nice, 
und could find no ſuch canon, as he and his pꝛebrceſſozs had falltly 


alledged, and ther witpal reſiting the ſaid cannon beſoze mentioned, 
| veclarcd 
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veclared how the decrees ofthe Nicene conmcenR,bad bpon inff cans 

ſes and great conſiderations, committed all and ſinguler perſons 

Ectleſtaſticall, aſwell Byſhoppes as other, vnto the charge of their 

Metropolitanes:foꝛ that the fathers of that counſell did well fo;eſee 

that all controuerſies might there beſt bee ended where ther were 

begun: and that therefoze they onght not fo runne to any fozratgns 

fudge, oz ſ&ke further foz autlandich belpe, as though Cop oulde 

inſpire bis inffice and truth ol examining vnto one Biſheppe, and 

denie it to a mulitude congregated in a whole counſel:0; as though 

the grace of God would be pꝛeſt and readis in one pzouince,vut not 

in an other to inſtruct his miniffers, both pꝛadentlpt to vnderſtaud 

iuogement, and conſtantly to maintaine the ſame, Wherefoze,as 

by theſe and other reaſons, they thoughe it not connenient fo2 them 

to bzing their matters oner vnto Nome, ſo, nepther was it to bee 

found (ſaied they) by any counſell of the olds fathers dectcd, that 

any legats ſhold be ſent from Rome to them, foz deciding their con- 

fronerſies : and therefoze exboꝛted they the (aid Biſhop of Rome, 

that dee woulde not induce,fumoſum typum ſeculi in eccleſiam 

Chriſti, quæ lucem ſimplicitatis, & humilitatis præfert, jis qui de · 

um diligunt: that is: that hee would not induce the ſwelling pꝛide 

of the woꝛld, into the Church ol Chziſt: which Church heweth and 

| giveth the light of umplicitie and of humilitie to ſuch as fone to ſes 

: God, And as fo2 the malefactour Apiarius, whome the Biſhop of 

Rome, had abſolued and receiued to the communion of the Church, 

chis counſel afterward found him tulpable, and therefo2e pzoceded 

againſt him,bzought him fo open confeſſion of his faults,and fo in- 

toinedhim dus penance fo2 bis demerits:notwithſtanding the abſo- 

lation and inconſiderate cl&ring of the Biſhoppe of Nome, befo2s 

pꝛoca ding. There was alls celebꝛated an other counſel, called, Si- 

nodus Meleuitana about the yeare 442. where it was decr&d vn⸗ 

der paine ofercommunication,that no Pinilfer,P2ieff, oz Biſhop, 

Would appeale oner the ſea to the Biſhop of Rome: and thus thou 

ſeeſt Weldon) howe the counſels make againſt thee . To theſes 

might J ad infinit other authoꝛities out of the fathers,beſide lawes 

imperiall, of Honorius, Iuſtinian, Lodouicus Pius, Carolus mag- 

nus, and diners otbers: to ſpeake nothing of tbe auntient eſtatutes 

of this realme, whereby may appeate , how falſely thou _ 
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the Pope ko haue bien acknowlevgevinall times, x of all perſons 

ſupꝛeme head of the Churchꝛbut th'ertationer is come, and time 
paſſethawaye; Wherfoze to the laſt parte of thy anfwere;thy 
wilfulnes and obſtinatie, we all are ſoꝛr foz it, and thou onghtefk 
(in confcience)to be aſhamed of it: Chou thinkeſt (peradnenture )

The woꝛdes Which he al⸗ 
leged are wꝛitten by S. Auguſtine in his Epiſtle Contra Donatiſtas, 
the wazds theſe. Quiſquis a catholica eccleſia fuerit ſeperatus, quan- 
tumlibet laudabiliter ſe umere exiſtimet, hoc ſolo ſcelere quod a Chriſt: 
vnitate dliſiunctus eſt non habebit vitam: ſed ira dei manet ſuper cum. 

And J p2ay the(quoth the Pꝛeacher) what do theſe words make 
either foꝛ the 02 againſt vs? Theſe are ©. Auguſt. wozds, Whos 


ſoeuer is ſeperated from the Catholique Church, although he o⸗ 


therwaies behaue him ſelfenever ſo laudably, yet in this one of- 
fence becauſe he ts ſeperated from the vnity ofthe Church he (hal

we graunt all this, and ad heerunto ( if thou wilt) that which the 
ſame D. Auguſt ine hath in another plate.
